At a March 25 press conference Bella Abzug, Ed Koch, and Paul McCloskey, 
Jr. formally revealed their gay rights bill, HR-166, which will amend the 
1964 Civil Rights Act to prohibit discrimination on the basis of sexual 
Orientation on a national basis. Twenty-one other members of the House 
are co-sponsoring the bill. It is predicted that the bill will even- 
tually pass, but many Congress members need encouragement from voters in 
their districts before they will support the bill. When urged by one 
of our board members to lend Support, Fred Rooney replied that no such 
bill existed, so one can see that he needs some enlightenment! Please 
write your House representatives and senators--one or two simple lines 
are sufficient, and you need not mention that you yourself are gay.

We make one final plea to those still clinging to library books to 
PLEASE RETURN THEM! We urgently need them to revise and overhaul the 
bibliography of our extensive library this summer. 

As a follow-up to our campaign in support of HR-166, the national Gay 
Civil Rights Bill, three of our Board members visited our eminent U.S. 
Congressman, Fred B. Rooney, in person last month. Rooney took the 
encounter a little nervously, but we made our points about the discrim- 
ination gays face, especially in employment, and specifically brought to 
his attention the fact that he represents some 25,000 gays who happen to 
reside in his district, and who deserve not to be ignored. We cannot 
emphasize enough how urgent it is for you to write Rooney (Northampton 
and Lehigh counties) as well as Senators Schweicker and Scott urging 
their support. The bill may not come up for vote for some time, and 
much positive support is needed to counter the negative flak it will 
Surely gather. In Pennsylvania a prime example is Gov. Shapp's recent 
executive directive aimed at stopping discrimination against gays in 
all levels of state government, which brought denunciations especially 
from the State Police, who see homosexuals as completely unfit to be 
state police. A recent diatribe on the subject in the Allentown Morning 
Call brought a retaliating letter to the editor from our Media Committee. 
We would subsequently urge anyone to drop Shapp a line commending his 
efforts to give us our civil rights, and to negate the hate mail he is 
probably receiving. 

California recently passed a Consenting Sex Bill (not quite yet law) 
in an historic tied vote that was broken only when the Lieutenant 
Governor jetted back from Denver to cast the tie-breaking vote in 
favor of the bill. In Connecticut a Gay Rights Bill almost made it, 
with those lobbying for the bill convinced that Gov. Ella Grasso camaged 
its chances. After its third annual defeat, backers still have hope 
for '76. A bill is currently pending in Arizona that would prohibit 
gay marriages.. If passed it will be the first civil legislation in 
the country that specifically discriminates against gay people.
